ROCK-CLIMBING SECTION 


Rules Concerning Climbing Safety and Duties of Trip Leaders 
All climbing with the Rock-Climbing Section is done strictly at the climber's 
own risk. Safety, the cardinal principle of climbing, depends largely upon 
avoidance of risk. It is therefore urgently requested that members of the 
Rock-Climbing Section observe the following precautions: 


il. Practice climbing should never be attempted without an upper belay. 


ce Hach person should practice at least five. minutes of "falls and be- 
lays" during each day of practice climbing. 


o» No person should attempt. to use a belay of any kind until he has 
first demonstrated to the trip leader his ability to hold properly the 
particular belay that he intends to use. 


4, Uniform signals should be used on the climbs, 

Before each climb the belayer should call "Test!" as soon as he is 
ready. Responding with "Testing:" the climber should gradually apply 
his full weight to the rope. When satisfied that he is prepared, the 
belayer should call "Climb!" whereupon the response, "Climbing!" should 
precede the start of the ascent. 

On each climb, call "Slack!" if the rope should be paid out; "Rope!" 
if it should be taken up. (To aid the memory: "Out Slack" "Up rope", ) 


S» One should never attempt a climb without being sure that the securing 
knot is properly tied. Climbérs should know the bowline, butterfly, and 
bowline-on-a-coil. A practical knowledge of all climbing knots is 
recommended. | | 


6. It is to be understood that safety in practice climbing depends upon. 
the strength of the rope. No rope of doubtful quality or strength should 
ever be used. A color-chart in the register indicates age of ropes. 


7. Belays are recommended for all rope-dows, subject to the judgement 
of. the leader. | 


Serious climbing in which an-upper belay is not possible involves a different 
technique and more experience than practice climbing can give. t is. therefore 
most strongly urged that no one attempt the leadership of such a party without 
adequate and thorough preparations This ordinarily consists of participation 
in climbs of increasing difficulty under experienced leaders. Thorough prepara-~ 
tion will eventually involve study and practice in pitoncraft, in which these 
rules should be: tbserved: 


Se Falls and belays involving pitons should be practiced locally. 


9. Pitons should be removed from all climbs wherever feasible. old pitons, 
when encountered, should be removed and replaced wherever possible. Use 
of any pitons not thus removed is on the. responsibility of tho user. | 


10. New pitons should be tested thoroughly, and testing methods should be 
thoroughly reviewed and practiced at local mectings. | 

(A good piton goes in with a uniformly increasing pitch at a uniform 
ratc, and must be in a good location. It should withstand tests of 
moderate hammering back and forth in the crack, full weight, end 
heavy jerks with tho rope. ot 
A poor piton g@sin with a hollow sound, gesin suddenly and stop, 
rattleg or is placcd in poor locations such as cracks in brittle 
rock or between loose and unsupported blocks, | 


Poor pitons may occasionally be of a limited value in temporary use. )

Get ines Tics and most importent duty of ‘tho leader is enforcement of the Rules | 

Concerning Climbing Safety. He must sce that all climbs are properly belayod. 
He. meed not be a climber of ‘groat ability, but. he musts know these rules and be 
able tactfully to enforce them, especially among the inoxperieneced yot agile 
climbers. Safety precautions cannot be too strongly omphasized., The leader must. 
accept full responsibility for the safety of the members of his party. © 

The Assistant Leader (named second in the schedule) has all the cacsbnsint tyes 
and duties of the leadcr, end stands next to him in authority. 


8, Instruction in climbing and bolaying is tho next most important duty. Belay ing 
technique is especially necessary for the safety. factor. Ho should see that every” 
climber practices belaying. Those not fccling confidence in roping-down should be 
belayed. . All beginners should be belayed, on rope-downs. | | 


4, Those needing instruction shouid pe divided between the leader and his assis- 
tants for purposes of instruction =~ a very few experts thus being: able to handle 
#11 instructing of beginners for the Savi daye This will leavo the other exper- 
ienced climbers free to enjoy climbing on their own. . Tho léador should not attempt 
to gudde or lead any:of the climbs, nor climb for his own ploasure, but should de- 
vote his entire time to instruction end aid to those who need it. He should cir- 
culate among the climbers, never remaining too long with one group. 


de Ihe trip. beader -should seo: that: coach party has a rope leader competent for the 
elimb to be mado. The trip leader's decision is absolute, subject only to the 
opinion of a quorum of the Rock-Climbing Committco. 


6. The leader should keep spectators a safe distanco, from the edge of the rocks. 


7. Whon advisable the eroup should be organized before the climb and addressed 
vrierly by the leaders 


8. The leader is responsibic for arranging ranenorcheson on trips where necessary. 


9, The leader is responsible for transportation of registcr, first-aid kit, and 
ropes to and from the climb. He should keep a careful check on the ropes; and 
make each person taking one responsible. for: returning. it coiled. 


10. The leader should encovrage, the maintenance of..scetion and individual climbing 
records. 


11. The leader should try to meet all new members or visitors and introduce them 
to everyone, He should try to give: them special attention in’ instruction. 


12. If at any time there are too many clinbers present for the leader to handle 
them efficiently, he may appoint competent assistants, so that the above instruc- 
tions may be carricd out properly. | 


While the careful administration of the Rules Corerning Climbing Surety and 
full accordance with the Duties of the Trip Leader are necessary,;. loaders should 
not overlook the fact that rock-climbing is a sport; and that participants should: 
be allowed to enjoy it as such.
